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St. 
Jude Construction Workers Concerned 
Safety Hassle Brings Walkout Firings 


MAR8TON- Thirty-two boilermakers and 
seven electricians working in construction of 
a power plant in St. Jude Industrial Park 
have been reported fired because of a 
walkout. 
The walkout, Tuesday, by 240 electricians 
and 
an 
undetermined 
number 
of 
boilermakers, was in 
protest of what 
they described as unsafe working conditions 
at the plant. 
A source said the walkout was because of 
complaints of insufficient ambulance service 
on the site. Another source said the walkout 
was by workers requesting a full time nurse 
at the site. 
Dissatisfaction arose following a flash fire 
that injured four men Sept. 2 at the site of 
the 600 megawatt power plant being built 
for the city of New Madrid. The injured 
were taken to Missour Delta Community 
Hospital in one ambulance. 


There has been no confirmation of the 
firings 
of 
the 
boilermakers 
from 
management of Babcox and Wilcox, Kansas 
City, 
the 
company 
responsible 
for 
construction of the steam generator. 
Chuck Oraff, construction manager of 
Comstock-Roper, the company employing 
the electricians, verified "at least two were 
fired" after Tuesday’s incident and "another 
couple quit" because they were unhappy 
with their jobs. 
Oraff refused to be specific in the number 
of electricians, who either quit or were fired 
following Tuesday’s incident. He said he 
would have to refer to personnel files to get 
an exact number. 
Oraff was reluctant to call Tuesday’s 
incident 
a 
walkout. 
He 
did 
say 
the 
company’s 240 member payroll was involved 
in an incident that resulted in work stoppage 
Tuesday. 


It is reported the boilermakers then also 
walked out in support of the electricians. 
Trouble erupted in Marston, Wednesday 
off the plant site following the firings. 
A source said one of the boilermakers was 
upset at his union steward over the firings. 
The 
boilermaker 
was reported to have 
attempted to draw a gun, but the steward 
reportedly outdrew him. One shot was 
reported to have been fired by the steward, 
no one was injured. 
This eyewitness 
account differs from 
information released by James Fergusorv 
marshal of Marston, who reported there was 
a "little ruckus Wednesday when a cherry 
bomb was thrown beneath a man’s chair in a 
park across from the Marston Motel and 
Restaurant. 
Ferguson said the man seated over the 
cherry bomb got up and’ gave him (the man 
who pitched the small explosive) a pretty 


good lick," Ferguson believes the incident 
centered around two brothers and their 
brother-in-law. 
Ferguson 
confirmed 
there 
has 
been 
disatisfaction at the plant site. This he said, 
may 
have 
contributed 
to 
Wednesday’s 
fracus. 
"I heard the boilermakers followed the 
electricians out 
because 
there 
was not 
enough ambulances." Ferguson said. 
Another source also reported the walkout 
was over ambulances. 
Graff, whose company is in charge of 
electrical construction at the plant, said 
Tuesday’s incident on the site was because 
the workers wanted a registered nurse. 
The next day after Tuesday there was 
some arguments and messing around, he 
said. A couple quit and two were discharged 
Graff said steps are being taken to hire a 
nurse. 
"They just felt it unsafe to w ork," he 
added. 
When asked if there had been 32 


boilermakers fired over the walkout, Graff 
replied he had heard some were fired. He 
made no estimate . 
Jim Sloan, one of the four injuried in the 
flash fire, was contacted in the Missouri 
Delta Community Hospital about ambulance 
service. He said there was one ambulance 
that contained one stretcher with a wheel 
unit and three portable stretchers along with 
a resuscitator. 
Sloan, 36, of New Madrid, who expects to 
be released from the hospital this weekend 
with burns on his face and hands, said all 
four of the 
injured were transported to 
hospital in the one ambulance. 
"We could have used more space to lav 
down in, " Sloan said, "I sat up alright. 
Sloan is employed by Associated Electric 
cooperative. 
Others injured 
in the fire were Loren 
Kester, 38, Independence, Eugene Roling, 
41, Florissant, and Eugene Burnett Jr., 29, 
Troy.

Nikita Khrushchev is Dead 


MOSCOW (AP) - Nikita 
S. Khrushchev, who ruled the 
Kremlin 
for 11 years and 
pushed his country into the 
space age, died today in the 
obscurity to which his rivals 
had banished him. 
The successor to Joseph 
Stalin 
had 
suffered 
from 
heart 
trouble 
for 
several 
y ears, 
and 
he 
evidently 
succumbed to a heart attack. 
He was 77. 
Hours after the death it 
had not been disclosed to the 
Russian people. 
But the Foreign Ministry 
confirmed the bare facts to 
foreign 
correspondents.

can only confirm privately 
that death has occurred."

power led his colleagues in

to keep him

The heavy hand of the law has also played a part. The 
rough treatment dealt out to* the thousands who 
thought they would just walk in and disrupt the 
Congress of the United States opened some eyes 
among the insurgents. 
The American withdrawal from Vietnam has also 
made anti-war demonstrations anachoronous, if not 
obsolete. Of course, if surrender is really the aim of the 
leaders of these marches they may still have relevancy, 
but not to the rank and file. The main thing is that 
there is a pause. Let us hope for no resumption.

METRIC SYSTEM 
FOR US? 
We Americans are too busy “Americanizing” the 
rest of the world to realize that at times it may be 
necessary to adjust our customs to those of others. 
Conversion to the metric system is one example. Going 
metric, after all, means we must give up a part of our 
Anglo-Saxon heritage. 
The National Bureau of Standards recently issued a 
report urging the nation to go “Predominantly, though 
not exclusively, metric” over the next 10 years. The 
11-volume report, “A Metric America: A Decision 
Whose Time Has Come,” cost $1.3 million and took 
three years to complete. 
The NBS study noted that the United States is the 
last major bastion of the inch-pound system. Great 
Britain is slowly going metric, Australia has begun and 
Canada, which has been waiting on the United States, 
intends to go metric, too. 
As matter of fact, the United States has already 
begun a partial, though mostly unofficial, changeover. 
Since 1893 metric units have been used as the official 
calibration standard for our own system. Since 1866, 
the metric system has been legal in this country, and 
even back in 1821, then Secretary of State John 
Quincy Adams extolled its benefits. 
The pharmaceutical industry switched to grams 
some 15 years ago, the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
announced 
last year that it was 
switching to 
metric and the National Collegiate 
Athletic Assn. urges member schools to build new 
swimming pools in meters instead of yards so 
American 
swimmers 
can 
train 
more 
easily for 
international competition. 
But this “causal drift” toward metrication is 
confusing and inefficient and would take some 50 
years to complete, the NBS says. On the other hand, a 
10-year plan, deliberate and well-organized, would save 
money, the report argues. 
The cost of the 10-year changeover is estimated 
between $10 and $40 billion. 
What will we get for the money? NBS estimates that 
conversion would increase export trade by $1 to $2 
billion a year, and conversion costs would be regained in 
20 to 30 years. 
There would be indirect money savers, too, says the 
report, which notes that conversion would offer “an 
opportunity to weed out superfluous sizes and varieties 
of parts and materials ... an unprecedented impetus to 
clean house.” A British company, for example, was 
able to cut its stock of nuts and bolts from 405 sizes to 
fewer than 200. 
But the administration has not yet forwarded a 
metric bill to Capitol Hill, and many congressmen don’t 
seem to see the issue as a high priority matter. 
A switch to the metric system will do away with 
folklore, glamor and romance in favor of more 
exacting methods. No longer will youngsters hear how 
the inch was the length of the middle section of some 
nobleman’s third finger, or the foot the exact size of 
some monarch’s in days of yore. In the metric system 
all units are based on the meter, equal in length to ope 
ten-millionth of the distance from the equator to the 
North Pole. 
Lewis Branscomb, director of the NBS, notes that 
the United States has been using a decimal system of 
currency longer than any other country in the western 
world. It is “a naturally American thing to be 
decimal...” he says.

So 
far artificial insemination has been largely a private 
matter, but if sperm banking becomes common it will 
raise many social and legal questions. Dr. Robert 
Ersek, 
medical director of Genetic Laboratories, 
emphasizes that his bank is only a storage service. “We 
don’t want to be in the position of owning semen and 
Controlling who gets it,” he said. 
The late H. J. Miller, Nobel-prize winning geneticist, 
proposed that men judged outstanding by society 
deposit their sperm in banks for future use. The purely 
scientific objection to this plan is that it would lower 
genetic variability and thus reduce man’s adaptability 
to changing enviroments. The moral question is: who 
will decide what traits are desirable, and which women 
get the best sperm? Genetic selection is fine for 
breeding

A source said the walkout was because of 
com plaints of insufficient ambulance service 
on the site. Another source said the walkout 
was by workers requesting a full time nurse 
at the site. 
Dissatisfaction arose following a Qaah fire 
that injured four men Sept. 2 at the site of 
the 600 megawatt power plant being built 
for the city of New Madrid. The injured 
were taken to Missour Delta Com m unity 
Hospital in one ambulance.

Nikita Khrushchev is Dead 


MOSCOW (AP) - Nikita 
S. Khrushchev, who ruled the 
Kremlin 
for 11 years and 
pushed his country into the 
space age, died today in the 
obscurity to which his rivals 
had banished him.

METRIC SYSTEM 
FOR US? 
We Americans are too busy “Americanizing” the 
rest of the world to realize that at times it may be 
necessary to adjust our customs to those of others. 
Conversion to the metric system is one example. Going 
metric, after all, means we must give up a part of our 
Anglo-Saxon heritage. 
The National Bureau of Standards recently issued a 
report urging the nation to go “Predominantly, though 
not exclusively, metric’’ over the next 10 years. The 
11-volume report, “A Metric America: A Decision 
Whose Time Has Come,’* cost $1.3 million and took 
three years to complete. 
The NBS study noted that the United States is the 
last major bastion of the inch-pound system. Great 
Britain is slowly going metric, Australia has begun and 
Canada, which has been waiting on the United States, 
intends to go metric, too. 
As matter of fact, the United States has already 
begun a partial, though mostly unofficial, changeover. 
Since 1893 metric units have been used as the official 
calibration standard for our own system. Since 1866, 
the metric system has been legal in this country, and 
even back in 1821, then Secretary of State John 
Quincy Adams extolled its benefits. 
The pharmaceutical industry switched to grams 
some 15 years ago, the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
announced 
last year that it was 
switching to 
metric and the National Collegiate 
Athletic Assn. urges member schools to build new 
swimming 
pools 
in 
meters 
instead 
of yards so 
American 
swimmers 
can 
train 
more 
easily 
for 
international competition. 
But this 
“causal drift” toward metrication is 
confusing and inefficient and would take some 50 
years to complete, the NBS says. On the other hand, a 
10-year plan, deliberate and well-organized, would save 
money, the report argues. 
The cost of the 10-year changeover is estimated 
between $10 and $40 billion. 
What will we get for the money? NBS estimates that 
conversion would increase export trade by $1 to $2 
billion a year, and conversion costs would be regained in 
20 to 30 years. 
There would be indirect money savers, too, says the 
report, which notes that conversion would offer “an 
opportunity to weed out superfluous sizes and varieties 
of parts and materials ... an unprecedented impetus to 
clean house.” A British company, for example, was 
able to cut its stock of nuts and bolts from 405 sizes to 
fewer than 200. 
But the administration has not yet forwarded a 
metric bill to Capitol Hill, a n d m a n y congressmen don’t 
seem to see the issue as a high priority matter. 
A switch to the metric system will do away with 
folklore, glamor and romance in favor of more 
exacting methods. No longer will youngsters hear how 
the inch was the length of the middle section of some 
nobleman’s third finger, or the foot the exact size of 
some monarch’s in days of yore. In the metric system 
all units are based on the meter, equal in length to ope 
ten-millionth of the distance from the equator to the 
North Pole. 
Lewis Branscomb, director of the NBS, notes that 
the United States has been using a decimal system of 
currency longer than any other country in the western 
world. It is “a naturally American thing to be 
decimal...” he says. 
But football fans will wonder if Joe Namath called 
the same play in a third-ar^-3.144 (meter) situation as 
he would have in the good old “third-and-10 (yards).”
